Father Mark is off on a personal renewal in New 
York and in the interim we have hijacked his 
column. We even considered changing the name to 
just Renew Kindling but thought we better leave 
something of Father behind. We are so excited 
about renew and the possibilities it has for each of 
you and for the parish. But we realize that many 
have no idea what the structure is for Renew. This 
week we will review that structure and continue to 
ask all to pray for our parish Renew program. 

Renew starts off with a bang. At the front end is the 
exciting Mission which will light fires in you that 
have long been dormant. We will ramp up to the 
Mission in September. After the Mission, Renew 
will periodically flame over a three year period, 
embracing five seasons, each consisting of six 
weeks. Each weekly theme is experienced in the 
Sunday liturgy, in materials for family use, personal 
meditation booklets, and in small communities. 

Season I: God, a Community of Fove (Oct/Nov) 

In order to grow in our relationship with 
God, we need to examine our experience 
of God as Trinity, who is revealed to us as 
a community of love. 

Season II: Conversion (Lent) 

We celebrate the joy of conversion. As 
we journey with God, we recognize our 
need for ongoing conversion. 

Season III: Reaching Out (Oct/Nov) 

We are called to a new evangelism, one in 
which we share with the whole world the 
good news of God’s love in our everyday 
lives. 


Season IV: Reconciliation (Lent) 

We gather as Christians of various 
communities, all followers of Jesus, 
to focus on what we have in common 
and to reconcile our differences. 
Season V: Renewing for the 21 st Century 
(Oct/Nov) 

As disciples, we share in Jesus’ 
mission of saving love and are 
challenged to put our love and 
service into action.
